Ashram and Gangajal area of Nashik occurred at 
1600 hrs, 1630 hrs, 1730 hrs and 2100 hrs resulting 
in flood water upto 30ft above the bank suddenly 
entering the houses nearby. Immediately, the Nashik 
Fire Brigade staff with rescue vehicles rushed to the 
spot. 


2. On reaching the scene of incident it was observed 
that five men were found stranded on trees to take 
shelter and struggling to save their lives.

2. On 25th June, 2009 the 850 Squadron (Coast 
Guard), Porbander was tasked for Search and Rescue 
(SAR) mission for missing crew of MSV Safina 
Husseini and MSV Khwaja-Al-Karam, reported sunk 
off Gujarat coast. The weather was stormy with gusting 
wind. After 30 minutes of intensive aerial search, 
communication was established with MV Safina 
Husseini. The vessel was 25 nautical Miles off the 
coast line. Since winching up by helicopter was not 
feasible, Commandant Deepak Sharma vectored the 
Coast Guard ship in area and maintained helicopter 
close to the position. The Indian Coast Guard Ship 
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Sangram arrived on scene and rescued all the 11 
survivors. 

3. On 26 June 2009, Coast Guard Helicopter-581 
was launched again for SAR of MSV Khawaja-Al- 
Karam. The sea-air co-ordinated search resulted in 
locating 09 survivors clinging to debris. The officer 
decided to winch up the survivors. But during the 
winching operation, Tail Rotor Vibration Warning 
System (TRVWS) Amber light illuminated, indicating 
an impending emergency. A prompt action was 
necessary to save the helicopter. Despite rough sea 
conditions and non-qualified for deck landing of Dhruv, 
the officer executed a perfect landing on board ICGS 
Sangram in area.

The officer braved the unfavourable sea 
conditions and sighted the boat with 61 illegal 


Bangladeshi immigrants, who had departed from Cox 
Bazar, Bangladesh at 2345 hrs on 01 January 2009 
with an intention to migrate to Malaysia through 
Thailand. Since there were only 06 personnel present 
onboard ship, it was a tough decision to apprehend 
the 61 Bangladeshis. The officer with his courage 
took the calculated risk and apprehended all the illegal 
immigrants alongwith the boat. 

3. Despite the fact that IBs are not suitable for 
towing operation in very rough weather, especially 
during night, he displayed sound leadership qualities 
in towing the boat to the Port Blair. The boat alongwith 
61 Bangladeshi was handed over to the Port Blair 
Police. 


4. The officers's devotion to duty was once again 
witnessed post 26/11 Mumbai attacks when he 
undertook streamlining the registration of unregistered 
fishing boats as an effort to enhance coastal security 
of Andman & Nicobar Islands.

The ship received a distress message regarding two 
sinking vessels MSV Safina Huseini and MSV Khwaja- 
Al-Karam and the crew abandoning the vessel. 

3. Despite the stormy weather, Manish Navik (QA- 
II) dared to approach ship's Gemini and test started 
the Out Board Motors. He thereafter, prepared two 
Gemini crafts for rescue operation. The ship located 
MSV Safina Huseini, but all attempts to pass life¬ 
lines either by hand or by Line Throwing rifle proved 
futile. He quickly held two bags consisting of a total 
of 11 lifejackets and rushed to the helo deck to throw 
the bags to the desperately waiting crew. The Navik 
threw both bags just in time as the boat was about 
to drift away from the ship. 

4. He then supervised launching of two Gemini 
crafts for simultaneous dispatch to the distress vessel 
so that all 09 crew afloat and desperate could be 
rescued in the shortest possible time. Being a diver 
himself, he reduced number of personnel in the rescue 
boat so that maximum survivors could be rescued. . 

5. The strong determination, focused approach with 
sense of timing and presence of mind exhibited in 
adverse weather condition by Manish, Navik (QA- 
II) (05211-T) for rescue of 20 survivors are in highest 
traditions of the service and he is therefore awarded 
the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).
